old pastures. 'I bora can bo no better lirue 
lo cut litabeanncl uitderbntah aotl collect 
them into pilcn ready for tbo tiro in the 
early Spring. 


Tho pafilurea of New Ko^land ara In a 


bad condition, oa a general rule, end need 
compUte renovation. They are run out an>l 
do not carry the amount of stock ihey used 
to feeJ, fiiojply bectiusc lUey nro neglected 
and overgrown wilU 
wortlJess business. 


Why not take hold now aud clear them up ? 
Uadoubtedlj thoosacds of acres in this tt&U 
vould be Jar moro profitable covered with 
pines than with c&U3c, and many an obsorv- 
icg farmer is now convinced of tbifi fact: 
but still wo must have pasture lands, and 
thers are circumslances where it becomes 
important to improve them DEil Increaso 
their protlnctivenc-'fi. 
Some of them arc so 


situEted 
ilml they can bo ploughed acd 


thus broueht in with other cultivated I in da, 
to tho general rotation; and where this can 
bo done, it may lie, on tbs whole, the best 
and moat economical mods of improving 


crn. 
A well known farmer of Worcester coun- 


ly saya: "I have renovated joy old pasturo 
land by pulJing uptbo bushes by tba rooU, 
scaryfyiug the foul ornio^iy places with tlio 
harrow, nnd sowing on grass seed and 
clover, both red and wbite." Another uaya: 
"Plough, manuro and re-seed. Some have 
sown rye with the gross seed and then let 
tho stock feed on the rye, as it will not pro- 
duce auy eec-d stacks—it .sometimes lasts 
three years. This method has been put in 
prac t ice iv i [ b marked success. 
On 
our 


hilts, ground plaster or gypsum hftq brought 
in Iho white clover tho neit year after sow- 
ing.'' A practical farmer of Middlesex says: 
'"The best method f Lave found is to plough 
in forty locds of good stable manure lo the 
acre, plant, hoe, and kill the bushes and 
moss, then seed down with redtop and 
white clover, instead of taking a crop of ry& 
without adding anything to the soil, then 
seeding down with 'barn chaff as many do.'' 


This is all very well where the pasture 


can be ploughed, but we all know there are 
many run out pastures that do not admit of 
Ibis treatment- And where they are rough 
and rooky, or hilly, what shall we do. 
Wo 


can certainly cut the bushels and thus SATO 
th'j 11 KG of a great nmny valuable acres, of 
good fiweot warm land wfll adapted to grass. 
A farmer vrritea us "I hare a pasture of 
this description, that a few ye-ars ago was 
covered with briars and btvshes so thick that 
there was very little grass upon it; I cat off 
I lie bushes and put on sheep enough to eat 
every thing that grew upon it for four or 
fiva years. 1'hey have kilted all the briars 
and most of tho bushes. I have sow«d some 
plaster of Paris, which is all I have done to 
it, and now one aero is worth, and will pro- 
duce moro feed, than three would ten y«ars 
Ago. 
I should say that my sheep have al- 


ways done welt on this pasture. If the land 
is cold and wet, and inclined to grow bashes, 
T let it go and never try to reclaim it, un- 
less it ia near tho buildings or near the vill- 
age where the land is very high. 
Iu that 


case It may pay to ditch and wort it int,i 
good smooth bind." 


.Wo call attention, to the subject at this 


time with th« hope that &ome at least, will 
take tbo hint and make a beginning ia cat- 
ting the bushes and clearing ap the pastures 
and along the wall of tha mowing lot*. It ia 
good Winter work when tbo groand is 
bare.
